Mutual Regard Better Than Force. 


A nun who has resigned his position as a railway mail clerk 


hecause of conditions which lo him had become unbearable 
makes some statements in a letter explaining- his course which 
are well worthy of consideration outside of Hie railwayniail 
service. 
Into thai service what is called an "efficiency sys- 


tem" has been introduced and this man, who has been in the 
service for nearly eleven years, claims that it works hardship 
upon the clerks without improving the service in the least. 
After standing the exactions as long as he could, he has re- 
signed in order, as lie says, "that 1 may continue lo uphold the 
standard^and qualities necessary to be a man." 


He then gqes on lo point out the relations that should exist 


between employers and employes, and what he says is as ap- 
plicable to any business as to (he mail service. He says the 
laborer should give his best to his employer and (bat the latter 
should treat him as a man.and pay (he full value of his ser- 
vices. When a workman is treated as a machine, lo be worn 
out and replaced with another, he is in danger of losing his 
self respect as well as respect for his employer, and conditions 
are by no means what they ought lo be. 


This man is speaking of conditions in the railway mail ser- 


vice under Ihe "efficiency system," but the truth of what he 
says should be recognized by employers and employes every- 
where. It is impossible in an age when business is conducted 
on the broad scale of the present time for employers and em- 
ployes to enjoy the advantage of the personal contact that 
prevailed in Hie days of smaller things, and this is one of (he 
reasons why in many cases workers are treated more like ma- 
chines than men. 
Yet it is still possible to maintain humane 


conditions in Ihe industries, as many great concerns are daily 
proving. 
• j 


The worst possible thing that can happen to any industry is 


for both the management and the men to resort fo force for the 
maintenance of their rights. Both have rights, and the right 
of each should be respected by Ihe other. Where this is done 
there is no trouble, the business runs smoothly, the workers 
are contented and the employers are prosperous. Where there 
is a disposition to "grind" the help the latter resort (o force fo 
maintain what they regard as living conditions, and strikes 
and lockouts are the inevitable result, with ill feeling where 
there should be nothing but confidence and cordiality. 


Business conditions'can never,be ideal so long as force is 


considered necessary in preserving Ihe rights of employers or 
employes. 
There must be mutual confidence and respect. 


The employe must feel that he is being treated like a man, and 
when he is so treated he will in most cases be a man and do a 
man's work in the interest of his employer. 
It will be a happy 


day if Ihe time ever comes when employers and employes in- 
stead of standing as opposing forces can stand together as 
allies in a common cause, all working for each and each for all.
